and Cheanakov (fnu) , an engineer with the SCO Engineering Department are 
responsible for the fulfilment of WB RFT production quotas. 
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2. la® negotiations conducted in mid-February 1951 between representatives of 
the SCO and the WB RFT concerned the possibility of manufacturing aircraft 
transmitters and receivers in RFT plants. 


3. The Russian military unit represented by Major Morozov (fnu) 

placed an order with the krr plant in Erfurt (sic) for the development of 
catte testing equipment. According to the 1951 production plan, the manufacture 
of 50 such sets is to tee started at Erffcrt in September 1951.
